THE INSTITUTE OF THE BLESSED VIRGIN MARY 


HE Institute of the Blessed Virgin Virgin Mary was founded by Mary Ward, 
(1585-1645), an English gentlewoman, who was obliged to open her-~first 
establishment on foreign soil, owing te the religious persecution which pre- 
vailed in England. Thus it was in Munich that she and her companions be- 
gan their labors and were known as the “English Ladies” and the first un- 
cloistered nuns. 

Cardinal Bourne has recently said of this holy Foundress: “The very 
existence of modern educational! and charitable congregations was made pos- 
sible by the supernatural foresight, the heroic perseverance, and the terrible 

disappointments and sufferings of Mary Ward. She waged the battle, to the point of 
defeat, of which they are reaping the victory. To no one after their own special found- 
ers do they owe greater gratitude than to Mary Ward,” 

In later, more peaceful times, a foundation was made in York, England. Here it 
was that Reverend Mother Frances Ball spent her Novitiate years, with a view to es- 
tablishing the Institute in Ireland. This establishment was made at Rathfarnham, a 
short distance from Dublin, and was called “Loretto Abbey,” hence the local appella- 
tion, “Loretto Nuns”, which prevails in Ireland and America. 

The different foundations in America owe their origin to the
